Widely Known by Racing Men — Won Ameri- 
can Derby with Robert Waddell. 

Balllmore. Md.. .'\pril 2.',. — Kobert Brailley. the 
well known Virginia horscniaii, died at his home. 
Wih'ox Wharf, Va., this morning. Mr. Bradley’s 
death was not: iinex|M‘cied. His last apisvirance on 
the turf was at the I’.eiining meeting last fall. 
SiH.ii after that meeting be was taken ill and had 
Iwen failing ever since. This spring he was unable 
to come to the rai’es himself and if was felt that 
the veteran liirfuian’s days were iinnilM'red. -Mr. 
Bradle.v was «’,7 years old. He leaves a wife but 
no children. .Mr. Bradle.v was familiarly known as 
“l*a” and “Virginia” Bradle.v, and was one “f the 
ini»!l. wid<d.v known turfmen in the conniry. He had 
raced his hors<-s on every track from N'ew York to 
California. In his time he won stakes anil purses 
enough lo have made him indeismdently wealth.v 
could be have kept away from the Is'lliug ring. 
-About the first real gissl horse Bradley owned was 
I-e Logos. With this one he beat KlkwiHsl in a 
stake race in 1SS7. Since then he lias saddled 
inan.v a gooil one, including Blitzam, Traverser, 
Iloliert Waddell, Boney Boy, Aloha, Peter Paul, 
liily .Munson, Sholover and a host of lesser lights. 
Di 1!K)1 he won the American Derby, Sheridan 
Stakes and Oakwooil Handicap at Washington Park 
with Robert Waddell. In IPiR), 1901, Itxrj and 
IPOl! Theodore (k>les trained for him. Since that 
time Mr. Bradle.v had bi'en his own trainer. The 
horses Mr. Bradley raced were mostl.v of his own 
breeding and he took a justifiable pride in that 
fact. He had three large farms in the Tidewater 
country in Virginia, comprising something like 
2,li0<» acres. His nephew, Aridiie Bradle.v, came 
«p to PimHco from Virginia alxmt ten days ago 
with a string of Hie Bradley horses whieh he has 
be<‘n trying to disisise of at private sale. Archie 
Bradley left for home tonight to look after the 
funeral arrangeineuU of bin uncle,
